Senator Foraker Supports 


the Resolution. 


OF CONSULS WITHHELD 


Because Their Reports of Cubau 


Affairs Miff hi Lead to Their 


Massacre. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—Another stir- 


ring debate on Oaba occurred in the 
eenate today. 
It waa of the give and 


take order, with ebarp parliamentary 
fencing. The main speeches of the day 
were made by Senators -Foraker of 
Ohio, Cannon of Utah, Lindsay of Ken- 
tucky and Hoar of Massachusetts, It 
was the first speech of any length made 
by Mr. Forakfir since tie entered the 
eenate, and in addition to this, the Ohio 
senator is one of the Cuban sub-com- 
mittee on forpjCD relations. He epoke 
in favor of a reference of the resolution 
to the committee, but on the direct 
question declared hia purpose of sup- 
porting 
the 
resolution 
recgonizing 


Cuban belligerency when it should be 
reported by tho committee. Mr. Gan- 
non waa bitter ID hia denudation of 
Spanish atrocity, characterizing 
the 


captain-general of Cuba as "that mad 
dog Woyler." Mr. Lindsay declared 
that if the information furnished by 
United States consuls was ao shocking aa 
to subject them to dan\er of assassina- 
tion if their names were disclosed, it 
waa time to send war ships to Ouha and 
to terminate all diplomatic relations 
with that country. 


It was developed in the course of a 


colloquy between Senator Foraker, Mor- 
gan imd Vest, that the state department 
had withheld the names of United States 
consuls reporting on the aerioua condi- 
tion of affaira in Cuba because it might 
lead to their massacre. Mr. Vest de- 
clared that this presented the most seri- 
ous phase of the subject, as it wae time 
to protect our ollicials with warships if 
their personal liberty wag threatened 
for making reports to'their government. 


No action on thu resolution was taken. 


Mr. Morgan said he hoped to nenure a 
vote tomorrow on Mr. Uale's motion to 
refer, lie deaired to do this, he eaid. in 
order that the Cuban resolution might 
not antagonize the tariff hill on Monday. 


When the Cuban resolution came up 


Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire moved 
that tho adjournrui;nt today bo until 
Monday, disclaiming at, the same time 
aay intention on the'part of the oppon- 
ents of the resolution tu delay action. 
The debate'proceeded oo Mr. Chandler's 
motion and branched off into unex- 
pected channels. 


Mr. Vest of Missouri said he had seen 


statements to the c.fcct that three mem- 
bers of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions hud vlaited the state department 
and had access to thu evidence sent by 
the United States consuls. Why waa it 
that thr«B senators had thi* informa- 
tion and tlie senate doea not have it? 


Mr, Morgan unawert;;! that, three 


aonators on the committee had been 
sent RI a sub-committee to^he President 
and secretary of Plate to confer on the 
Cuban auoj«ot.

Mr. Lindsay followed Mr. Cannon, 


lie believed, he eairt, that the United 
States should have recognized the bellig- 
erency of tha revolutionists a year a«o 
and the war would have assumed civil- 
ized form and the world have been 
e pa red the spectacle that was appalling 
it today. Mr. Lindsay argued that^he 
timo foreshadowed by President HcKin- 
ley'a message when intervention would 
be ueueoaary had come. 


"I have no desire to force this admin- 


istration to act before ita time," Mr. 
Lindsay eau!,' 'but it ia time that tha 
administration should know as the peo- 
ple that the time has come when Cuba 
and the monarchy of Spain must be 
separated. It could not be said on the 
tioor of the senate that American con- 
suls in Cuba could not afford to have it 
cnown that they told the truth about 
the state of affaire there for fear of vio- 
lence," 


in conclusion he aaid: "I say if Gen- 


eral Lee would be in danger from hav- 
ing the reports which he makes of hie 
own knowledge given to the pablic, or 
any couaul, however humble, it is time 
that the United Statea sent warships to 
protect those officiala whom Spain can- 
not or will not protect, or that they be 
called home and all diplomatic relations 
with that government be severed." 


There waa much interest manifested 


when Mr. Foraker rose to apeak. 


"1 want to say at the outset," he an- 


nounced, "that I will vote for this reso- 
iutio'n or aome resolution like h." 


Intervention was ont of the question, 


he declared, for reasons which he pro* 
jeeded to explain. 
The explanation 


being an announcement of a fact hith- 
erto unknown, created a aenaation. Ho 
said : "In spite of the limitations which 
are imposed upon me, I feel at liberty to 
atate that mediation has been tendered 
tiy this government and has been re- 
jected by Boain." 


Mr. Forakur then gave the facts re- 


garding the Olney letter to Be Lome. 


Discussing the Morgan resolution, 


Mr. Morgan said that direct interven- 
tion waa a better ,shorter and more Chris- 
tiaalike way than the adoption of the 
resolution. He would aay to Spain, "in 
;he name of civilization and humanity, 
aa well SB in the interest of our com- 
merce, you must come to a stop and 
vou must do ao immediately." 


This declaration brought out a hurst 


of applause from the pallerieg which 
was checked by the chair. 


The resolution under consideration 


did not go so far as this. It was a 


istake to suppose that it* adoption 


meant war between the United Stales 
and Spain, Cuba has no right to ask 
the United States for this intervention, 
nor Spain to object to it. 
' 


Mr. Foraker referred to the condition 


of 600 or SOO American citizens in Cuba. 


Mr. Elkina interrupted: "How do 


you know that?"

MODESTO, May 10.—A moat brutal 


minler occurred here shortly after 6 
o'clock this morning. 
Mrs. James 


Berry, colored, was killed by her bus- 
bund by being shot in the brenat with a 
38-ualibre revolver. The excusa for the 
crime is supposed to be jealousy, though 
friends of the woman declare there was 
no cause for any jealous feeling. Berry 
(iiieueed his wife frequently. Only a 
few daya ago he beat her heefmae she 
talked to a neighbor and put her hand 
ou bis arm while in conversation. Fre- 
quent threats have been made of late 
against her life. Laat night she refused 
to KO home and Deputy Sheriff Water- 
house took her to a neighbor's named 
Nick Campbell. Berry found her this 
morning. She ran from the house to a 
neighbor's only partially dressed. He 
followed and broke in the door in bis 
efforts to get at her. She run out at the 
buck door and he shot at her but missed. 
He then dragged • her to Campbell's 
house, slapping and kicking her all the 
way. 
Ordering her to put on 
her 


clothes, he followed her into the bed* 
room shortly after and shot her. He 
walked down town and told of the crime. 
She was found on the floor with a 
bullet hole in the breast. Death was 
hiatautaneons, the ball passing through 
the body. Marshal Young arrested the 
murderer. 


Thd examination takes place tomor- 


row morning. Much talk of lynching 
is indulged in this evening. Mrs. Berry 
was highly respected among the colored 
people here.

Spain Rejected His Proposal 


of Mediation. 


CONDITIONS 
ON 
CUBAN 
SOIL 


Disclosed Iiy lufurmatluu Ohtaiiied 


From Secret Areliives of the 


State Department. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The secret 


archives of the state department, which 
have held the consular reports of the 
Cuban war from the public, were par- 
tially disclosed today by benator For- 
aker of Ohio. During the paat week 
tho debate in the eenate has been preg- 
nant with intimations and innuendos of 
reports from United States officials in 
Onba, held at the state department, 
which, if published, would disclose a 
condition on Cuban soil which would 
influence public opinion in a decided 
manner. 


The facts,therefore,which Senator For- 


aker announced without stating from 
whom they came, created a decided stir. 
Especially startling waa the letter from 
Secretary Gluey, in which this country 
offered mediation to Spain and the re- 
fusal of that country to accept the prof- 
fered aid. 


While one of the consular reports was 


read without thu name of tbo author 
baing disclosed, it is stated to bs a com- 
munication from General Lee, which 
fully sets forth his idea of the condi- 
tion B that exist in Cuba. 


The extract was quoted aa follows, no 


date being given: 


"I cannot understand the truth of the 


claim that all the provinces of the is- 
land are pacided except that of Santi- 
ago de Cuba, because there are more in* 
Riirgenta under arms at this time than 
at the period I ilrst reached the island, 
some ten months ago,and I do not think 
,t a fair inference to draw from existing 
conditions that the war is approaching 
a termination, because in pursuance ol 
an established policy the insurgents 
avoid as far as possible all serious en- 
gagements. 


"The impossibility of expelling the 


Spanish troops from this island by force 
of arms is well known to them, and 
;hey do not propose to risk the lives of 
,beir man or the success of their cause 
upon, one or more pitched battles. I 
conclude therefore that thn war will drag 
its weary length along ao long as the in- 
surguute can dig sustenance from thu 
ground on one side, or money be ob- 
tained by the other, with the continued 
result of untold human suffering, loss of 
buuian life, the murder of innocent 
men, women and children by both Bides 
and the frightful havoc which disease 
nukes iu the rants of soldiers, particu- 
larly among the unacclimated Span- 
iards. 


"The poverty and distress of tha peo- 


ple are increasing and the loss of prop- 
erty of all BortB daily becoming more 
enormous. Nc one can fully appreciate 
the situation without being here in per- 
son. The number of poor, distressed, 
starving women, children and old men 
of all racee have greatly increased in 
this city within the past few weoks, 
while in other points on tha i aland the 
Buffering 
has 
been 
proportionately 


ureat." 


The letter of Secretary Olney to Span- 


ish Minister de Lome, under date of 
April 4,13%, is the one in which inter- 
veution iu suggested. In opening Mr. 
Olney said: 
"It might be well deemed a derelic- 


tion of duty to the government of the 
United States, as well as censurable 
want of candor to Spain, if I were longer 
to defer official eTpression, aa well of 
the anxiety with which the President 
regard H the existing situation in Cuba, 
as of his earnest desire for the prompt 
and 
permanent 
pacification of the 


island. 


"Any plan giving reasonable assur- 


ance of that result and not inconsistent 
with the just rights and reasonable de- 
mands of all concerned, could earnestly 
be promoted by him were the laws of 
this country placed at his disposal. 


"Itis now nine or ten months since 


the nature and prospects of the insurrec- 
tion were first discussed between us. 
The 
insurgents 
seem 
today 
to 


command 
a 
larger 
part 
of 
the 


island than ever before. Their men 
under arms, estimated ti year ago at 
from 10,000 to 20,000, are now conceded 
to be at least two or three times as 
many, 


"Meanwhile their discipline has been 


improved and their supply of modern 
weapons and equipment baa been greatly 
enlarged, while the mere fact that they 
have held out to this time has given 
them confidence in their own eyes and 
prestige with the world at large. In 
shorr, it can hardly bo questioned that 
the 
insurrection, 
instead 
of being 


quelled, is today more formidable than 
ever and enters on the second year of its 
existence with decidedly improved pros- 
pects of successful results."

by tlie House. 


WA.SHISGTOX, May 20.—Cuban affairs 


furnished the house with a day of bitter 
partisan debate. The resolution appro- 
priating $50,000 for the relief of Ameri- 
can citizens was adopted without a dia- 
aencing vote, but the Democrats en- 
deavored to force consideration aigo-of 
the Morgan resolution for recognition of 
the belligerency of the insurgents. They 
accused the Republicans of trying to 
evade this issue, but the dominant 
party, through its spokesman, Mr. Hitt, 
made the important statement that the- 
Republicans desired not to embarrass- 
negotiations which were being pro- 
jected by President McKinley to pecure 
the independence of Caba. 


While Mr. Hitt disclaimed Presi- 


dential authority for hia at ate ment, it 
waa well known that he had been in 
consultation with Mr. McKinloy on the 
question and knew whereof he'epoka. 


The day's program was that fore- 


casted by the Associated Press. 


The committee on rales preaented a 


report giving two hours' debate on ttie 
relief resolution. Mr. Bailey endeav- 
ored to present the viewa of the minor- 
ity of the committee and to move a re- 
committal, but was declared out of order 
by Speaker Reed. He made a strong 
speech and waa given the unanimous 
support of Democrata, Populists and 
Sitveritca, 
while three Republicans, 


Messrs, Cooper of Wisconsin, Oolson of 
Kentucky and Robbiuaof Pennsylvania, 
voted to consider the senate resolution. 
The galleries were packed and many ex- 
pressed their usual aympathy for Cuba. 
The speeches were made bv Messrs. 
Dalzall of Pennsylvania, Bailey, Hitt, 
Grosvonor, Williamaof Mississippi, Liv- 
ingaton, Wheeler, Adnms, Clavtou of 
Alabama, McMillan, Bell of Colorado, 
Simpson, Hull and Brown of Ohio. 


Mr. Robbing of Pennsylvania gave a 


graphic description of the destitution in 
Cuba baaed on a personal visit. 


The previous question was ordered, 


117 to 81. 


The keynote of the Republican course 


was sounded by Mr. Dafzelt, who de- 
clared that the only question before the 
house waa that of Riving relief to- the 
Buttering Americans in Cuba. 
Mr. 


Qgden of Louisiana deaired that Mr. 
I)ahell luform the house the cau°e of 
the Bufferings of Americans id Cuba, 
bu't Mr. Dalzoll replied that that quae- 
Mon wan not hnfore the house; that the 
B|UIB information upon that topic was 
at the disposal of all members. 


"Tbo gentleman should not attempt 


to mislead rhe country into the belief 
that that is the only question that 
ought to be before the house," declared 
Mr. Bailey to Mr. DtUzell. He read the 
Morgan resolution. 


The question of belligerency, Mr. 


Bailey^asserted, was the only one really 
before the houee. 


"If you believe you can vote it down, 


why not meet it like men and vote it 
down." he demanded. "The country 
will have vastly more rospect for you if 
you meet it like men than if you run 
away from it every time it ia presented 
to you." 


On Monday the Republicans had been 


willing to propose relief for tho suffer- 
ing Americana rather than meet this 
question, he continued. 
They were 


afraid to submit the question to tho 
house because they knew it would he 
carried by an overwhelming majority. 
The rule was nut to attarnpt to enforce 
the will of the majority but to sup- 
press it. 


He aaid : "You declare that Ameri- 


cans are Buffering from theeffecta of war 
in Cuba and yet you refuse to recognize 
that war exists in Cuba. If war does 
not exist there the United States should 
declare war, for nothing but the neces- 
sities of war can justify panning up 
American citizens in cities and starving 
them." 


Mr. Hitt followed Mr. Bailey. 
He 


apoko of the necessity of the passage of 
the resolution. Money for the relief of 
American citizens io-Oubn could not bo 
taken out of the emergency fund. 
He 


explained bow quickly the relief could 
be given by the government. 
Thia 


would have been done last Monday but 
that a certain gentleman (meaning Mr. 
Bailey) decided to gain aome political 
notoriety and party 
advantage and 


made an objection to the resolution 
showing he would allow Americana to 
starve while he played politics. 


As ffir as the Republican party was 


concerned, ii has 
demonstrated ita 


friendship for Cuba by bringing in and 
K 


aasing & resolution a year ago ideaticul 
i terms with thatofiered by Mr. Bailey. 
That was a concurrent resolution. Tne 
object of offering the balliijfironcv reso- 
lution now, Mr. Hitt inpiattd, waa fnr 
the purpose of embarrassing the Presi- 
dent In the midst of negotiations for tha 
protection and relief of American citi- 
zens in Cuba.

gress. The Republicans-

reared in sympathy with tbe freedom of 
Cuba, a Republican president (Giant) 
had advocated it and had b3eu opposed 
by Demoeratb. In ita own- time the 
Republican party would not only vote 
lor belligerent rights, but for independ- 
ence for Cuba. 


This speech closed the debate on tho- 


adoption of the rule. Then came an- 
other parliamentary skirmish vrtien Mr. 
Bailey moved that the rule be re-com^ 
mi t ted to the committee ou rules with 
instructions to substitute for it the rule- 
proposed by him. The speaker declared 
the motion not germane, and Mr. Bailey 
appealed. 


There was » roll call on Mr. Dalzall's 


motion to table the appeal. The speaker 
was sustained bj 111 to S3, a party-vote, 
and debate on the resolution was begun 
by Mr. Williams of Mississippi. 


Mr. Williams declared that tho Re- 


publican party, which out of power had 
boaated itself the party of courage, in 
power dodged all great questions—the 
Pacific railroad, bankruptcy and tha 
Cuban questions—because the plutoc-* 
racy demanded inaction on these ques- 
tions-. Speaker Reed, if he wne au In- 
dian chief, would be known as the' 
"'Mfln^Af raid-of-Hia-Followers," because 
the speaker feared to submit the ques- 
tion of recognition to the house, know- 
ing-that American manhood was for it. 
He called upon Mr. Hitt to state to tuo- 
house that th« President intended hy 
executive 
action to* recognize 
the 


Cubans, which statement would, he as- 
serted, put a stop to agitation. 


Ona Republican member, Mr. Rob- 


bine of PBnnajlvaniu, hnd vuted Against 
his party on the lam vote, itiid he told 
the houee that his views on the Cuban 
question were baaed on a personal visit 
to Cub.\ in January laat. He told of 
Charles Govern, an American citizen 
and a newspaper man, who to Mr. Rob- 
bins^ personal knowledge had been can- 
tured hy the Spaniards, whose Ameri- 
can passport had been struck from his 
hand by a Spanish officer, who had 
been tied to a ree and cut to pieces by 
the Spaniards. An American citizen 
from ludianapolia, who refused to .give 
money to a Spanish officer who de- 
manded it, had been struck on the head 
with a sword and wounded, had after- 
ward been driven from his plantation 
and was now living in Havana ou the 
charity of tho American consulate. He 
told of thousands of citizens, men, 
women and children, penred np and 
starving in citiua, and aaid the methods 
of Weyler were equaled only by tha in- 
quisition.- If money did nob autBco to 
relieve the Americans in Cuba, armed 
troops should be eeut to protect them. 


The point wae made by Mr, Livings- 


ton of Georgia, that $50,000 would suffice 
to feed the Americana for a month and 
that the appropriation must be repeated 
montly for an indefinite period au long 
aa tho war waa permitted to continue. 


The debate waa closed for the Demo- 


cratic side by Mr. McMillan of Tennes- 
see, who declared that two-thirds of the 
Republicans desired the resolution for 
recognition, but because of the failure 
to organize the house legislation was in 
the hands of one man. 


SENATE. 


WASIU.SGTO.V. May 20.—The long and 


exciting debate on the joint resolution 
recognizing a state of war in Cuba and 
dcclariue that strict neutrality shall be 
maintained by the United States passed 
the senate by tho decisive vote of 41 to 
14 at a late hour thia afternoon. Tha- 
announcement of the vote waa received' 
with tumultuous applause, which drew 
from Senator Hawly an emphatic pro- 
test aE&iiiBt "mob demonstration." The 
resolution as passed ie as follows: 


"ftesolred, That a condition of war 


exists between the govorumentof Spain 
and the government proclaimed and for. 
some time maintained by force of arms- 
by tiin people of Cuba, and that thQ- 
United States of America Bhall main- 
tain strict neutrality between tha con- 
tending parties, according to each nod- 
al! the rights of belligerency in the ports 
and the territory nf the United States, 


Ah analysis of the vote shown that 


the affirmative WRB cast by eighteen- 
Republicans, nineteen Democrats and 
four Popnlista, and tho negative by 
twelve Republicans and two Populists.

He called attention to the 
fact that American citizens are now 
being relesned from the Spanish prison 
through the efforts of the administra- 
tion.

Members of the Senate Finance

WASIHXUTO.N', Jtlay 15.—In consider- 


ing ways aud mSsoe of affording eub- 
iUntial relief to such American citizens 
in Cuba as are in reul distress owing to 
the war, the administration has hit 
upon a plan which may be put in oper- 
ation if it ia sanctioned by the united 
judgment of the United States consular 
oilkera iu Cuba, who, being on the 
ground, nra supposed to be beat quali- 
fied to judge of the efficiency of pro- 
posed relief measures. This plan is to 
;iv& notice through the American con- 
aule to all American citizens in Cuba, 
that the government will undertake to 
remove them from the island to the 
United States if they eo desire. To do 
this will require action by congress, not 
necessarily a specific authorization of 
.he removal, but merely the limitation 
of the appropriation to the general 
,erma of one for the relief of the Ameri- 
can citizene in Cuba. 


A coune similar U> this waa adopted 


with more or less bauent in China dur- 
ng the rioting Incident to tbe Chinese- 
lapaneee war, and during the Armenian 
roubles. Mr. Terrell, United States 
minister, waa authorized to undertake 
he conveyance of American citizann to 
he coast cities whore they might have 
euitable protection. 


The proposition aa to Cuba goes a lit- 
Ie further than the measures adopted 
n the case ol China or Turkey, in that 
t contemnlatea the removal of the 
Americana' from the islands entirely. 
Probably the reason for this ia the be- 
ief, founded on reports from United 
States Consul General Lee, and other 
Jnited Statea consular officers, that the 
war baa BO thoroughly exhausted the 
agricultural resources of the island that 
t will be a long time before it will be 
again in condition to maintain its popu- 
ation, and 'meanwhile the Americana 
who are dependent upon the BOJl for 
their livelihood will auiier. 


The consequent Buffering can be re- 


jieved by the government's furnishing 
ihe unfortunates supplies and medicines, 
iut General Lee takes the view that thib 
relief must be continued probably for a 
ong time. The propoeed American ex- 
odus from Cuba rnuat be purely volun-

Figures are not obtainable aa to the 


number of American citizens in Cuba 
who are in actual distress and are in 
need of food or clothing as a result of 
Weyler'a order bringing them into the 
towua. The stats department is now in 
correspondence vrith the consuls by tele- 
graph seeking to get this information as 
tbe baais for any message tue President 
may aend to congress on the subject of 
relief. But so far as officially known to 
the department, from the reports from 
the consuls made up to this time, tbe 
Dumber of Americana in this condition 
IB between 150 and 200. 


In explanation of this small number, 


it is said that most of the Americana, 
natives living in Cuba, aro employed in 
tbe higbeet branches of industries or 
professions, and are not actual workers 
of tbo soil. The sufferers are mostly 
naturalised citizens, holding email par- 
cels of ground npon which they have 
depended heretofore for livelihood. 


U is not doubted that there are more 


of this etaes in need than are now 
known to the department, but it ie 
hoped iu the course of a few daya to 
bave a fairly accurate census of them. 
Those to have charge of this relief are 
the United tJtutea consuls, and it can be 
stated that t: e Spanish government, 
through its minister here, so far from 
opposing the exercise of such charitable 
nilices by the cunaula-has professed its 
readiness to assist in every proper way

The meeting occurred 
at an earlier hour than uaual, owing to 
the importance of the question to be dis- 
cussed and the fact tlial the President 
and cabinet were to leave for Philadel- 
phia at T2.15. 


The cabinet discussion was upon tbe 


ad vie ability of aeking congress to pro- 
vide immediate ralief to the Americans 
whn aro, according to the reports re- 
ceived from Conenl General Left, penned 
up in the citiea of Cuba and in actual 
dancer of starvation. It hail no bear- 
ing upon the policy ol the administra- 
tion toward Spain or tho Cuban iasur- 
cents except incidentally, butdealt with 
Ehe direct and immediate question of re- 
lieving destitute Americana on the la- 
land. Secretary Sherman laid before 
tbe cabinet eorne of the most important 
documents in the state department 
about the eitnation and before the 
meeting was over Judge Day, the as- 
sistant secretary of state, personally 
took to the White House some additional 
papers for which the cecretary had sent. 


Every phase of the matter waa dis- 


:u9seti, the advisability of asking con- 
rresa for an appropriation, Spain a atti- 
.ude, the methods for distributing relief 
if it should be decided to enter upon it. 
the noceeaity or advisability of having a 
war ahip accompany food supplies. But 
the final decision of tbe question waa 
postponed until Consul General*Lee and 
ither American 'coneuls ii Cuba and 
probably Mr. Calhoun make their re- 
porta by cable tothedepartment. They 
bave been requested to cable the latest 
facts as to the existing situation. These 
reports will be here probably when the 
President and cabinet return tomorrow 
night and if it is decided to eend a 
special massage to congress early nest 
week, tbese reports with other facts in 
the possession ol tbo state department 
will be made the basis of tbe request to 
congress. It aeema extremely probable 
now that such a message will be sent to 
congceeB, b:it hardly before Tuesday, aa 
there would be no time to prepare a 
message betore that day nnlaaa Mr. Me- 
Kinltjy devoted Sunday to the taak. 


The Spanish mlniater, Dupuy de 


Lome, called at the atate dapartmeiit 
shortly before noon today and conferred 
for some time with Assistant Secretary 
Day relative, to tho reported intention of 
this government to aeud relief to Amer- 
ican aufferera in Cuba. The minister 
gave assurance that tha Spanish govern- 
ment wonld be in sympathy with any 
benevolent moasure and would lend 
every assistance to it. It was recalled 
by the minister that four months ago 
he had written tbe officers of the Red 
Cross Society, giving in behalf of hia 
government full authority for extending 
aid to the sufferers iu Cuba. Since 
then, however, no steps toward , relief 
have been taken. The Spanish min- 
ister does not question the existence of 
misery and suffering in the island, but 
declares that it ia such only aa accom- 
oaaieB insurrection and war, heightened 
in this case by tbe diseases peculiar to 
low tropical countries. It is stated that 
these conditions have existed 
for 


mouths and ha^e been well known. As 
to the aevtjrlty of tne suffering it is said 
that it coGoieta mainly in the lack of 
adequate food, medicine and nursing 
for the siofc and deaittute. 
The statements that people are dying 


in tbe atreeta are riot admitted at the 
legation, but are discredited, anil it is 
said that there areanumberof well-to-do 
Americana in Cuba who would relieve 
any distress ou the part oi their fellow 
countrymen. 


The manner of sending relief to Cuba, 


if it ahull be decided upon by the Pr si- 
dent and congress, has been discussed 
among officials,'and in eomn quarters il 
ia fttlt that the dispatch of u vessel 
would be inadvisable. It ia believed 
that tho surest way would b« to Bend 
relief by tho ordinary freight routes 
which have facilities for reaching the 
various ports and interior points in 
Cuba. The centera of Buffering are so 
widely separated tbat a relief vessel to 
any one port would encounter many de- 
lays and ditlmiltiea in giving apeedy re- 
lief to the people needing it.

There are some 
ve.ry peculiar circumstances i-onnectet 
with the finding ol the hnnea.and i 
may be that they will give a clue to tha 
question which has always 
the oQicers aud others who believed tha 
Sanders was responsible for Wootion' 
murder— what disposition was made o 
the body? 
Tne authorities have not concludec 


their investigations as yet, and it uia 
develop that the find amounts to noth 
ing.

While Dr. Pedlar's inclination to the 


bulief that the bones are not tboae of a 
human being rather dampens the sensa- 
tion, there are circumstances connected 
with the uuearthiuK of the bones which 
make tho matter highly interesting. In 
the first place,, it seems strange that 
anyone in burying the body of an ani- 
mal should take the trouble to dig a 
grave where roots would have to be cut 
and additional labor he caused, when 
there waa plenty of free soil near at 
hand. Onlhe other hand, it w"uld be 
a favorable place to conceal crime, for 
the reaeon that there wa? slight chance 
that anyone would take to digging there. 


The presencoof thecan and tb« watch 


chain bar among the bones are also pe- 
culiar circumstances. The discovery IB 
highly interesting also because of the 
fact that it has been believed that Wool 
ton's remains were buriert in the neigh- 
borhood.

The third 
annual congress of the 


Afro-American 
leagues of thia state 


will convene in Freano on Tuesday, 
July 20th, at 1 p.m. The congress will 
probably laat two or three days, and 
seasiona will ba held in the afternoon 
and in tbe evening of each day. 


Some of the brainiest men of the tace 


will be here from the East and the West, 
and the congress promises to be a very 
interesting one. It ia expected that 
there will ba in attendance about 350 
delegates. The sessions will be held in 
Kutner hall. 


Ttie chief object of the congress is to 


devise plane for forming a closer bo id of 
union among the mem bora of the colored 
race, and thus enable them to reap the 
benefits which invariably accrue from 
wisely directed co-operation and mutual 
helpfulness. 


Bach league is supposed to collect 


statistical information bearing upon the 
condition and progress of the colored 
population in its locality, and this in- 
formation ie to be furnished to the dele- 
gates, who will make their reports to 
the congress. Each league is entitled 
to one delegate for every twenty-five 
members, one for a fraction thereof 
over ten, and one delegate at large. 


The local league has begun to. make 


arrangements for the reception and en- 
tertainment of the delegates to the con- 
gress and has appointed a financial com- 
mittee conaietinK of S. J. Walton, A. L. 
Moas, P. B. Baekins and T. A. Mc- 
Eachen. None but these are authorized 
to solicit money for defraying the ec- 
penaea of the congress. Tbe league ex- 
tends an invitation to the citizens of 
Fresno to contribute to the fund for the 
entertainment of the visitors, and ia a 
few daya members of tbe above named 
committee will canvass the town for 
subscriptions.

Thomas S. Price died last evening 


shortly before G o'clock at his home on 
South N street in this city. He had 
Oo0n ill since laat February and the end 
was expected 
several 
weeka 
ago. 


But the deceased displayed remarkable 
vitality, and the honra tbe doctors bad 
allotted as tbe duration of hia life 
turned into days. 


Death was due to a disease of the 


lymphatic glanda. Mr. Prico bad an 
operation performed on February let 
,a9t, after which he took to his bed. 
The effort to relievo his sufferinge were 
of *po avail, however, and he waa never 
able to be around again. The deceased 
held & high place in the esteem of the 
people of thia city and waa one of thu 
most popular men in Fresno. 


Mr. Price was born in Napa in 1859, 


and waa 3S. years of age at the time of 
hia death. In 1870 he came to. Fresno 
county with bia parents, who located on 
Kings river above Oenterville. 
He 


began teaching school in 1877 in this 
county, and followed that vocation for 
eleven years. He taught in various dis- 
tricts, and while at Hanford conducted 
a weekly newapaper there in partner- 
ahip with Milton McWborter, attending 
to his school work at tbe eame time. 
Later Mr. Price went to Marynville with 
Mr, McWhorter. There they also had a 
newspaper, Mr. Price continuing to 
teach school and assisting in the edito- 
rial work. 


In 183S the deceased, who bad re- 


turned to Fresno county, gava up 
icbool work and accepted a deputyabip 
n the county auditor's office. He served 
m a similar capacity in various offices 
until 1891, when he was appointed teller 
n tbo Fresno Loan and tiavinga bank 
He held this position till the bank 
closed, and after that went into tbe 
aroberage, business. Mr. Price waa an 
excellent butinese man. 


In 1878 Mr. Price was married at Dry 


Jreek to Miaa Sadie Nelaoa, daughter of 
ei-County Treasurer T. P. Nelson. They 
had three children, a son aged 17 yeara 
and two daughters, aged 12 and JJ>yeara 
respectively. His parents, Mr. and Mra. 
J. M. Price, still live near Oenterville, 
and at home with them are two brotbera 
and & mister of tbe deceased. 


The funeral will be held tomorrow 


Forenoon at lOo'clock from tho residence 
under the auspices o( the Knights of 
Pythiaa, of which orde* Mr. Price was a 
member.
